DBAR  SIR, 

Notwithstanding  the 

warnings  of  philosophers,  and 
the  daily  .examples  of  losses  and 
misfortunes,  which  life  forces  upon 
us,  such  as  the  absorption  of  our 
thoughts  in  the  business  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  day,  such  the  resignation  of  our 
reason  to  empty  hopes  of  future  fe¬ 
licity,  or  such  our  unwillingness  to 
foresee  what  we  dread,  that  every 
calamity  comes  suddenly  upon  us, 
and  not  only  presses  as  a  burden,  but 
crushes  as  a  blow* 

There  arc  evils,  which  happen 
out  of  the  common  course  of  nature, 
against  w  hich  it  is  no  reproach  not 
to  be  porvided.  A  flash  of  light¬ 
ning  intercepts  the  traveller  in  his 
Way  ;  the  concussion  of  an  earth-  j 
quake  heaps*  the  ruijisof  citiec  upon  | 
their  inhabitants  ;  but  ether  mise-  | 
rics  time  brings,  though  silently,  f 
yet  visibly,  forward,  by  its  own  lapse,  ! 
which  yet  approaches  unseen,  be-  1 
cause  we  turn  our  eyes  away  ;  and 
they  seize  us  unresisted,  because 
we  would  not  arm  ourselves 
against  them,  by  setting  them  be  foie 
us. 

That  it  is  in  vain  to  shri::k  from 


what  cannot  be  avoided,  and  to  hide 
that  from  ourselves,  which  must 
some  time  be  found,  is  a  truth, 
which  we  all  know,  but  which  all 
ncgiect,  and  perhaps  none  more 
than  the  speculative  reasoner,  whose 
thoughts  arc  always  from  home, 
whose  eye  wanders  over  life,  whose 
fancy  dances  after  motions  of  hap* 
piness  kindled  by  itself,  and  who 
examines  every  thing  rather  than 
his  own  state.

Nothing  is -more  evident  than 
that  the  decays  of  age  must  termin¬ 
ate  in  death.  Yet  there  is  no  man 
(says  Tully)  who  does  not  believe 
that  he  may  yet  live  another  year  ; 
and  there  is  no  one  who  does  not, 

.  upon  the  same  principle,  hope  an- 
j  other  year  for  his  parent,  or  hi% 
friend  ;  but  the  falacv  will  be  in 
time  detected  ;  the  last  year,  the 
last  day,  will  come  ;  it  has  come, 
and  is  pa«t — The  life,  w  hich  made 
mr  own  life  pleasant,  is  at  an  end, 
and  the  gates  of  death  are  shut  upon 
my  prospects !

This  is  that  dreadful  place  of  utter 
darkness,  where  there  is  “  weep¬ 
ing  and  wailing  and  gnashing  of 
teeth;’*  where  the  unhappy  victims 
are  gnawing  their  tongues  in  ugo- 
nios,  and'  bellowing,  forth  awiul 
blasphemies  against  their  God ! 
“  O  !  wretched  place  of  deep  des¬ 
pair!”  Here>‘ the  chaff  is. burned 
up  with  unquenchable  fire.” 

It  appears,  by  scripture,  thrt 
there  are  two  sorts  of  people  in  the 
w'ord,  travelling  ,to  two  different 
places  for  eternal  habitation.  They 
are  described  under  many  different 
emblems  the  wheat,  and  thc  chaff, 
the  sheep,  and  tlic  goats,  Sec..  The 
road  in  which  the  one  are  prcceed- 
ing  is  described  as  narrow,  and  that 
in  which  the  other  advances  broad  : 
“  Wide  is  the  gale  and  broad  is  the 
way  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and 
many  there  are  who  go  in  thereat : 
strait  is  the  gate  and  narrow  is  the 
way  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and 
few  there  be  that  find  it.”,  The 
way  that  leadeth  .  unto  life  is 
surely  Christ,  for  he  saith,  ‘‘  I  am 
the  way,  the  truth,  and.tlie  life,  and 
no  man  Cometh  unto  the  Father  but 
by  me.”  He  describeth  himself  al¬ 
so  as  a  door  ;  it  is  by  his  merits  a- 
lone  that  q  can  find  an  entrance  in¬ 
to  the  temple  of  God  in  heaven. 
But  what  makes  this  way  so  narrow 
and  this  gate  so  straigfu  ?  it  is,  bc- 
esuse  the  person  who  enters  it 
must  dismatle  himself  of  his  own 
righteousness  entirely,  and.  be 
clothed  in  that  of  Christ  ;  and  at  the

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work  ;  so  tliat'he  will  find  perpetu¬ 
al  danger  of  depending.on.his  own 
lightcousness, .  and,  therefore,  the 
pass  between  this  is  very  strait. 
•But  this  way  is  often  mistaken,  on 
account  of  that  thick  darkness  that 
naturally  veils  oUr  understandings, 
and  therefore,  the  way  that  leadeth 
to.destuction  is  very  broad.  One 
runs  up  the  thick  bosses  of  God’s 
shoulders,  and  heaps  wrath  upon 
himself  by  depending  upon  his  own 
righteousness  for-  salvaticn  and  the 
law  of  God  for  justificatioh,  wliile  he 
neglects  wholly,  or  in  part,-  the 
righteousness  of  Christ.  This 
blindness  happened  to  Israel  of  old  : 

I  for  they,  being  ignorant  of  God’s 
righteousness,  and  going  about  to 
establish  their  own  righteousness, 
(lid  net  submit  tliemsclvcs  to  the 
righteousness  of  God  ;•  for  Christ 
is  the  endof  tlie  law  for  righteous¬ 
ness  to  everyone  that  believeth 
therefore-  their  foolish  hearts  were 
(larkciicd.  Another,  while  he  pro¬ 
fesses  to  believe  in  Christ,  but  by 
his  works  denicth  him  being  diso¬ 
bedient,  and  tiirncth  the  grace  of 
God  into  laciviousness,  whose  dam- 
liution  is  just.  Oh  !  tormenting- 
rcficction  !  that  there  arc  so  many 
going  on  to  eternal  death,  chained 
by  .Satan,  and  led  captive  at  his  will  ! 
and,  shortly,  if  Almighty  grace  pre¬ 
vent  not,  will  fall  into  tliat  awful  a-  j 
byss  of  perdition,  and  be  bound  with 
him,  under  chains  of  darkness,  to 
the  judgment  of  the  great  day  ; 
when  both  will  receive  greater 
punishment,  and  more  hcavy’*- 
cluiins  :
